‘right, €verything that we know 
is honest.” 

“We need,” she urged “the 
kind of courage that can with- 
stand the subtle corruption of 
the cynies so that we can show 
the world that we are not 
afraid of the future.” 

Late in her message—which 
she read from slow-rolling tele- 
prompters attached to three 
TV cameras and notes on her 
desk, she said: 

“In the old days the monarch 
led his soldiers on the battle- 
field and his leadership at all 
times was close and personal.” 
“Today things are different,” 
She said. “I cannot lead you 
into battle. I do not give you 
laws or administer justice, but 
I can do something else—I can 
give you my heart and my de- 
votion to these old islands and 
all the peoples of our brother- 
bood of nations.” 

She spoke on the 25th anni- 
versary of the first royal radio 
message to the British Com- 
monweaith by her grandfather, 
King George V.

CAIRO (INS) — Communist 
dorninated “people's delegations” 
from half the globe are arriving 
in Cairo for a vicious assault on 
the West under the guise of the 
second “Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Conference.” 

The weeklong propaganda 
show, which begins Thursday, is 
already so obviously Red-tinged 
that informed sources say Egyp- 
tian President Gamal Abdel Nas- 
ser has become “unhappy over 
the whole business.” 

Although Nasser flayed the 
stockpiling of nuclear weapons 
by the NATO nations in his Port 
Said speech Monday, he is try- 
ing to establish working rela- 
tions with Washington, London 
and Paris. 

The President is not planning 
to appear before the estimated 
500 delegates from 55 countries 
and dependencies who are prim- 
ed to devote the whole holiday 
week to lambasting the U.S. and 
her NATO allies. 

At least one of Nasser’s top 
advisers has withdrawn from 
the list of nearly 30 official 
Egyptian delegates. 

After early pre-conference 
front-page splurges, most Cairo 
newspapers now are reporting 
conference preparations almost 
with an air of indifference.

PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)—Pros- 
titutes in Paris once kept to 
certain well-defined areas of the 
city. Today, they are spreading 
to the residential suburbs. 

The winding alleys of the cen- 
tral market, the bars of Pigalle 
and Montparnesse and stretches 
of the main boulevards were al- 
ways notorious for prostitutes. 
But, now, elegantly _ tailored, 
dressed in fur coats in winter, 
they patrol the exclusive dis- 
tricts and compete for “beats” 
in the “millionaires’ rows” of 
the west end. 

Even the normally tolerant 
Parisians are becoming startled 
by their increasing boldness. 
Twice in recent months owners 
of businesses in the Madeleine 
Quarter, which is one of the 
city’s smartest shopping areas, 
have sent deputations to the 
Paris Municipal Council protest- 
ing against women being allow- 
ed to solicit men in daylight in 
front of their stores. 

One man wrote recently to a 
Paris newspaper complaining, 
that he was accosted while tak- 
ing his children for a walk on 
Sunday in the Bois de Boulogne, 
on the western outskirts. 

Because of the ever increas- 


ing number of prostitutes—un-

“Police have no authority un- 
der the present law to move 
even a known prostitute from 
any spot,” the retiring chief of 
police, Roger Genebrier explain- 
ed.

Then 
in 1946, a new law was

A high official of the Audit 
Board was arrested by the 
Metropolitan Police yesterday 
on suspicion of accepting bribes 
totaling hundreds of thousands 


of yen.

procurements allegedly made 
by the Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry. 

Yoshida is suspected of hay-

Police said that Yoshida was 
bribed by Hirokichi Onoriia, 
former section chief in the 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
who has already been arrested 
for allegedly conspiring with 
two others, including the pres- 
ident of an oil firm, in making 
false purchases of gasoline for 
use by the ministry between 
1953 and 1955, 

Police said the fictitious pur- 
chase slips were discovered 
during an Audit Board investi- 
gation in 1955. 

Yoshida, according to police, 
was requested by Onoma on 
more than 10 occasions to 
squash the investigations. 


Repatriation Ship 
To SakhalinHeldUp 


Japanese Ambassador to Mos- 
cow Suemitsu Kadowaki was 
told yesterday to negotiate with 
the Soviet authorities to enable 
the repatriation ship Hakusan 
Maru to leave Tokyo today as 
earlier scheduled to pick up the 
first group of Japanese and Ko- 
rean returnees from Sakhalin. 

Officials of the Foreign Office 
and the Welfare and Trans- 
portation Ministries sent a cable 
to Kadowaki after they discus- 
sed yesterday morning's report 
from Moscow saying Russia 
wanted the Hakusan Maru’s 
date of departure delayed. 

It was feared, however, that 
the Hakusan Maru would not 
be able to leave today and that 
the departure of the vessel 
would be delayed considerably. 


Hiroshima to Trade 
Movies With U.S. 


HIROSHIMA (Kyodo)—LEight- 
millimeter films depicting kin- 
dergarten life of some 80 chil- 
dren in Hiroshima will be ex- 
changed shortly with similar 
films of American kindergarten 
children. 

The film exchange program 
has been masterminded by Rob- 
ert W. McHenry, director of the 
American Cultural Center in 
Hiroshima, and Gijo Omori, 
superintendent of the Honkawa 
Kindergarten in Hiroshima. 

They feel that film recordings 
of the life of Japanese and 
American children will serve to 
promote U.S.Japan friendship. 

The first film to be sent to 
the United States was taken 
Tuesday at the Honkawa Kind- 
ergarten while the children 
played games or performed 
Japanese dances. 

Distribution of the film will 
be made through the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Japan. 

A similar film from the U.S, 
is scheduled to arrive in Japan 
by next spring. 


JTB Offers Insurance 
To Skiers, Skaters 


The first skiing and skating 
injuries insurance in Japan was 
inaugurated yesterday by the 
Japan Travel Bureau. 

The insurance covers injuries 
received from the time the pol- 
icy holder leaves his home for 
skiing or skating trips until the 
time he returns home. 

One can be insured for ¥100,- 
000 up to ¥500,000. When the 
insured dies of injuries during 
the recreation trip, he gets the 
entire insurance sum, In case 
he is crippled, he obtains from 
¥3,000 to ¥50,000 varying in ac- 
cordance with the seriousness 
of his injuries. 

If a person has to rest as a 
result of injuries, he can get 
medical treatment expenses up 
to ¥200 per day for a maximum 
of 180 days. 

A. ¥100,000 Insurance policy 
costs ¥100 for one day, ¥150 
for two days and ¥200 for three 
days. The skiing and skating 
injuries insurance will be avail- 
able at every JTB office —

R.R. Mischief Cases 
Average Five.a Day 


A daily average of five cases 
of train obstruction, mostly in- 
volving stones placed on rails, 
occurred on National Railway 
lines throughout the nation dur- 
ing the eight-month period from 
April this year. 

With most of such offenses 
blamed on children below the 
age of 14, railway authorities are 
racking their brains to find 
means of preventing the mis- 
chiefs which, if going undetect- 
ed, are apt to cause major rail 
disasters. 

According to a survey of the 
Japan National Railway Corpo- 
ration’s Public Safety Section a 
total of 1,213 cases of train ob- 
struction was reported during 
the period from April to Novem- 
ber. 

As a result of such obstritc- 
tions, 16 accidents involving the 
derailment of trains occurred 
while 690 trains were delayed. 

JNR succeeded in locating 
the offenders in only 604 of the 
1,213 cases reported. 

Of the offenders, 569, or the 
majority, were found to be 
children below the age of seven 
and 298 below 14, 

To prevent such mischievous 
acts during the yearend and 
New Year season when trains 
are crowded, JNR is now push- 
ing a publicity campaign 
through films and other means 
to enlighten the children and 
make them refrain from such |; 
mischiefs, 


Tax Research 
Council Maps 
Reductions 


The Taxation System Special 
Research Council, an advisory 
organ to the Government, yes- 
terday recommended to Finance 
Minister Hisato Ichimada a tax 
revision plan for the next fiscal 
year including cuts in inheri- 
tance and corporation taxes and 
the establishment of the system 
of tax exemption for savings. 


The recommendation was 
finalized at a plenary meeting 
of the council yesterday, 


The council had been study- 
ing revision of the tax system 
for the next fiscal year since 
its inception in June. Accord- 
ing to the recommendation, tax 
reductions amounting to ¥19,- 
000 million are expected to be 
achieved in inheritance and 
corporation taxes, exemption of 
tax on savings and others. 


Court Postpones 
Sunakawa Verdict 


The Tokyo District Court yes- 
terday postponed indefinitely its 
verdict in the suit filed against 
Denzaemon Miyazaki, mayor of 
Sunakawa, for alleged disobedi- 
ence of an order instructing 
the mayor to post a notice on 
the requisition of land adjacent 
to the U.S. Tachikawa Air Base. 


The governor of Tokyo, Sei- 
ichiro Yasui, filed a suit late 
in 1955 urging the court to back 
up his order to the mayor to 
post the notice. 


The residents of Sunakawa 
have been fighting a protracted 
battle against the Govern- 
ment’s attempt to requisition 
part of the town for extension 
of the air base runway.. 


The court put off judgment 
yesterday pending decision on 
an earlier demand by Miyazaki 
that it change the judge current- 
ly handling the case. 


Noted British Savant 
Hardy Due Here Mon. 


Prof. Sir Alister Hardy, the 
distinguished. British scientist 
and marine biologist, is due to 
arrive in Japan Monday to de- 
liver lectures and have discus- 
sions with specialists in univer- 
sities and laboratories in To- 
kyo, Kyoto, Sendai and Hok- 
akido. 

He is the Linacre Professor 
of Zoology and Comparative 
Anatomy at Oxford University 
and was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society—one of the 
highest scientific honors in the 
United Kingdom—in 1940. In 
recognition of his distinguish- 
ed scientific work a knighthood 
was conferred on him this year. 

Sir Alister’s tour is being 
sponsored by the British Coun- 
cil and the International House 
of Japan.

Japan Fifth 


In Population, 
Check Shows 


Japan. has the fifth largest 
population and third thickest 
population density in the world, 
the Statistic Bureau of the Prime 
Minister’s Office announced yes- 
terday. 

As of Oct, 1, Japan’s popula- 
tion stood at 91,100,000 or 246 
persons per square kilometer. 


The Statistic Bureau said the 
population reached the 90-million 
mark in July last year and has 
increased by about 1,100,000 in 
the subsequent 15-month period. 


There was a total increase of 
19 million in the 12 years after 
the end of the Pacific War. 


However, the rate of popula- 
tion increase for the past one- 
year period was 91 per 1,000, 
which was the lowest in the post- 
war period, 


The birth rate also came down- 
ed to 17.6 per 1,000, which is 
about half of the 1948-1949 rate. 


On the other hand, the num- 
ber Of deaths increased son.e- 
what, recording an increase of 
about 8,000 over the preceding 
yen, 

An international comparison 
made by the bureau showed 
that Japan ranks fifth follow- 
ing the U.S. in the size of 
population. The big three are 
China, India and the Soviet 
Union in the order named, 

The Netherlands has the bie¢- 
gest population density of 335 
persons per square kilometer. 
Next comes Belgium with 291. 

Breakdown by; sexes showed 
that men are.outnumbered by 
women in this country with tre 
ratio of 96.7 to 100. It was re- 
vealed that there were about 44.- 
760,000 males and 46,301,000 fe- 
males in Japan. 


46% Favor Existing 


Education System 

‘Of the 3,000 persons polled in 
the Cabinet Ministers’ Council's 
public opinion survey on the 
education system of Japan, 46 
per cent were in favor of the 
existing system while 24 per 
cent preferred the prewar sys- 
tern. 

The results of the council's 
poll were published yesterday, 

In the poll, which was conduct- 
ed between Nov. 18 and 21, 3,000 
men and women over 20 years 
of age were surveyed. 

It was also found that 62 per 
cent of those polled believed 
that the younger generation had 
“degenerated” and was in fa- 
vor of including moral educa- 
tion in the school curriculum. 


Tokyo U. Surgeons Succeed 
In Artificial Liver Experiments 


Experiments with artificial 
livers have been successfully 
conducted on dogs by surgeons 
at Tokyo University Hospital, 

The Kimoto Surgical Depart- 
ment, headed by Dr. Seiji Kimo- 
to, of the hospital has also suc- 
ceeded in clinical applications 
with artificial hearts and kid- 
neys. 

Experiments conducted on the 
animals from January this year 
disclosed that the artificial liv- 
er could take over the functions 
of an impaired liver and thus 
give it time to recover. 


ducted with the artificial liver, 
two cylindrical dialyzers 6.5 
inches long and 4 inches in dia- 
meter, an artificial heart pump 
and four dogs with healthy liv- 
ers. 

Dr. Kimoto said an artificial 
liver was difficult to make: be- 
cause of numerous functions 
of the liver. 

He cautioned that although 
experiments with animals have 
been successful, more research 
is necessary before the artifi- 
cial liver could be used clini 
cally.

ame Ladykillers’ 


ad 


“The Ladykillers” which open- 
ed at Marunouchi Shochiku on 
Christmas Eve, is an interest- 
ing product of British culture. 
Like tasty soup produced by a 
seasoned cook, it has a complex 
and inimitable flavor. Being a 
mere comedy thriller, it does not 
offer to solve all the problems 
of life, but it solves its own in 
a most delightfully original 
manner. 

The best thing about it is its 
originality, both in the way it 
is scripted (by William Rose) 
and handled (by Alexander 
Mackendrick). If anything, it is 
a comedy in situations plus a 
comedy in character. There is 
very little of the satirical ele- 
ment in it. Its emphasis is on 
the ridiculous and not on social 
criticism. In its single-minded 
pursuit of sheer funniness, it 
narrowly escapes being a farce. 

The comedy is in the extra- 
ordinary society in which five 
thieves find themselves with 
their landlady (admirably por- 
trayed by Katy Johnson, a non- 
professional). The five bums and 
thugs headed by the master 
criminal mind Alec Guinness 
who calls himself “Professor” 
plan and execute a robbery of 
£60,000 by assaulting. an 
armored car of an insurance 
company. 

Their hangout is the profes. 
sor’s new boarding house be- 
longing to the widow, Professor 
Guinness cunningly has per- 
suaded her that his friends, like 
himself, are amateur musicians 
and that they practice quintets 
in his room every night. While 
the contented landlady listens 
to the records they pay for her 
nightly from upsta the rob- 
bers’ plan progresses into re- 
ality and they cram their in- 
strument cases with bank notes 
and are about to pull out, 

But as these things must at 
the last minute, a blunder wakes 
up the old lady to what she has 
been harboring in her mind 
and this embodiment of English 
respectability and will power 
acts at once. She not only 
preaches to her naughty boys 
but locks up their loot and calm- 
ly announces her intention of 
taking them to the nearest 
police station for the ultimate 
good of their souls. 

From here on, the problem is 
reduced to who is to murder 
the lady; mone likes the job 
and all grow suspicious of each 
other and in their hot-tempered 
fights they finish each other off. 
Corpses are disposed of one by 
one in astonishing disregard of 
plausibility and in an utter 
macabre fashion. Their com- 
plete lack of sensitivity toward 
each other's death is in funny 
contradiction to their violent 
horror of harming the old lady. 

While the robbers’ wild strug- 
gle for life goes on under her 
nose,’ the prim old lady, free 
from suspicion of any kind, 
goes about her uneventful daily 


business in her quaint little F

‘Une Parisienne’ 


The famous French talent for 
love making finds full employ- 
ment in “Une Parisienne,” the 
domestic comedy now playing 
at Scalaza. Everything about it 
is as genuinely and typically 
French as the river Seine, 
Brigitte Bardot—BB for short— 
the latest goddess of Paris, plays 
her own part in it—the spoilt 
brat of a socially prominent 
father. 

Her doting father in this case is 
no less than the prime minister 
of France (Andre Luguet) and 
her not so doting sweetheart is 
Henri Vidal who is her father’s 
cabinet secretary. Henri has the 
classic Frenchman’s talent for 
finding his way into any num- 
ber of female hearts and bou- 
doirs as well.

BB, in righteous indignation, 
determines to vindicate herself. 
An opportunity is provided her

‘The Mysterians’ 


By DONALD RICHIE 


Toho has had exceptionally 
good luck with its science-fic- 
tion films. Not only have they 
sold at home; they have also 
been bought up abroad, “Go- 
jira” was snagged by an Ameri- 
can distribution company, got 
itself redubbed, and was shown 
all over the United States as 
“Godzilla, King of the -Mon- 
sters”; the second Gojira film 
did very well indeed in Hawaii 
and the West Coast; and re- 
cently “Radon,” wallowing in 
their wake, got itself more 
widely distributed than any 
Japanese film has ever done. 

Having seen the dollar signs 
on the marquee, Toho has now 
gone on to deliver itself of a 
super-duper science-fiction ex- 
travaganza to which they have 
affixed the English title “The 
Mysterians,” though the Ja- 
panese, “Chikyu Boeigun” 
(Earth Defense Force), tells a 
bit more about the film. You 
can see it from Saturday at the 
Toho theaters. 


In making it, they fixed one 
eye firmly on the foreign mar- 
ket (some snippets of Japanese 
culture and lots of English 
spoken) and fixed the other 
just as firmly on the yen-pay-

The official figures put the 
estimated wet-field rice output 
at 372,880,500 bushels and that 
of dry-field rice at 9,207,800 
bushels.

This year’s combined rice 
crops will show an increase of 
26,099,800: bushels over a normal 
rear. 

Although this year’s estimated 
total rice crop will be 30,736,950 
busitels less than the previous 
record bumper year of 1955, it 
will be 18,796,400 bushels more 
than last year’s actual crop.

Monetary Policy Meets Difficulties 


As the year draws to a close, 
it may not be amiss to pause and 
reflect as well as pass judgment 
on some aspects of the year’s 
fiscal and monetary policies 
and practices, Such an attempt 
is valuable in bringing to light 
some of the difficulties involy- 
ed in the making and execu- 
tion of policies as well as cer- 
tain idiosyncracies. 


The first concerns monetary 
policy. It is now a known fact 
that the monetary managers 
began to “feel and smell some- 
thing strange” in the monetary 
and economic scene from early 
summer of 1956 when bank 
loans were swelling beyond de- 
posits, and it was whispered in 
Central Bank circles that 
“something was going wrong 
that should be looked into and 
corrected in time.” 


But fears of repercussions 
and shocks from any monetary 
policy shifts before more visible 
and tangible signs appeared, 
plus the awareness of statistical! 


proper judgment a..d appraisal 
difficult, caused hesitations and 
delays together with diverse in- 
terpretations as regards eco 
nomic diagnosis and forecasting. 


Ministry and Bank 


Moreover, there was the 
“conflict” between the Finance 
Ministry and the Bank of 
Japan. The former’s political 
responsibilities tended to delay 
action until signs were quite 
“ripe.” Whereas the latter's 
policy, being more preventa- 
tive, was apt to move more 
quickly. Moreover, monetary 
policy experiences tended to 
prove that correcting of mis- 
takes due to measures taken 
earlier required much less ef- 
fort and time than those taken 
too late. Besides, effects of 
monetary measures usually do 
not appear immediately but re- 
quire several months to half a 
year or so. Hence, the need 
to execute measures in ad- 
vance, 


A case in point concerns the 
raising or lowering of _ the 
Central Bank discount rate with 
wide political and economic re- 
percussions. Much time is con- 
sumed before differences are 
ironed out on this issue, The 
Same applies to all major mone- 
tary policy decisions over which 
the Ministry of Finance has the 
final word. 

Another drawback in mone- 
tary pclicy is the lack of “pro- 


per environment” for effective 
use of orthodox measures as 


discount rate changes, open 
market operations and reserve 
requirement changes, Hence, 
about the only means currently 
relied upon are discount rates 
(inclucing penalty rates) and 
advices and exhortations to 
banks such as loan ceilings and 
limitations, collections on past 
industrial loans and _  repay- 
ments on Central Bank borrow- 
ings, stopping of abnormal and 
unsound loan practices, etc. 

Commercial Bank Operations 

The other concerns commerci- 
al bank operations. It is quite 
true to Say that Japanese banks 
can always have their monetary 
woes taken care of by the Bank 
of Japan, and so they never go 
under. But it can also be said 
that this practice has deprived 
banks of self-reliance, and has 
been the cause of much of the 
current abnormal banking prac- 
tices, ' 

Banks reply that this situa- 
tion is more or less inevitable 
for it stems from the powerful 
national economic demand for 
funds which far exceeds supply. 
But these fund demands are 
needed for rehabilitation and 
raising of the technical level. 
Moreover, upping of the living 
Standard and ebsorption of the 
growing iaver force demand 
that the economy expand at a 
fast tempo. 

The monetary managers, how- 
ever, say: “Yes, we wunder- 
stand, but the econmoic tempo 
must be qualified by the avail 
ability of materials and credits.” 
Hence the need for credit curbs 
on plant and equipment invest- 
ments. They direct banks to 
“do business within limits of 
your own capacity.” 

But banks claim that strong 
fund demands, rticularly 
from favorite clients of very 
old standing, can't be refused 
even if believed to be unsound. 
Hence the big loan-concentra- 
tions to particular businesses 
stem largely from goodwill and 
not from hard banking con- 
siderations. 

These practices have given 
rise to “concealed and disguised 
loans” and other unsound 
“window dressings.” And so, 
the fiscal and monetary manag- 
ers are stressing banking ethics 
and dignity. They are request- 
ing banks to follow sound bank- 
ing practices as well as to keep 
uppermost in mind their public 
and social responsibilities. 
Therefore, banks are being cau- 
tioned to exercise restraints, 


self-discipline and prudence as 
well as to be self-reliant.

U.S. Business 


Less Textiles 
Than Quota 
Sold to U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP)—A Japa- 
nese textile industry spokesman 
says Japan is exporting to the 
United States far less cotton 
textile than the voluntarily 
established quotas. 


Makoto Kosugi, senior manag- 
ing director of the Japanese Cot- 
ton Textile Exporters Associa- 
tion, said in 1957 Japanese fab- 
ric exports to the U.S. totaled 
about 85 million square yards 
—considerably less than the 
quota of 113 million, 


Kosugli said before his depart- 
ure for London that the Japa- 
nése cotton industry was “in no 
way competitive to U.S. manu- 
facturers because of the greater 
American efficiency in the large 
bulk of mass-produced machine- 
grade goods.” 


He said Japanese products 
were unable to compete in the 
U.S. market in these items, 

Kosugi said Japan and the 
United States would benefit from 
a free world textile market in 


which all producing nations 
could trade. 
Kosugi was in the United 


States in connection with nego- 
tiations for a new voluntary 


export quota between Japan 


and the U.S. 


Production Shows 
November Decline 


The Ministry of Internation- 
al Trade and Industry Tues- 
day reported a 18 per cent 
decline in mining and manu- 
facturing production in Novem- 
ber from the previous month. 

The production, however, re- 
presented a 6 per cent in- 
crease over the like period of 
the previous year. 

Primarily responsible for the 
decline was permeation in the 
entire sections of the economy 


of the deflationary policy. 
Other factors which caused 
the reduction were reduced 


generation of electric power 
and walkouts by steel, pulp and 
paper manufacturing workers. 

The ministry predicted a 
continued dark production pic- 
ture for the comng January- 
March period. 

According to the ministry, 
hydroelectric power generated 
in the month totaled about 3,- 
000 million kilowatt hours or 
a 19 per cent slump. To cover 
the shortage, thermal power 
generation was increased by 
34 per cent to about 2,200 mil- 
lion kilowatt hours. Total 
electric power generated, how- 
ever, was 4 per cent below 
the previous month figure. 

The power shortages result- 
ed in the decline of carbide 
production, 

Mining production rose by 
5.5 per cent over the previous 
month, Greatly responsible for 
this was an 88 per cent in- 
crease in coal output, 

Manufacturing production 
slumped by 2.4 per cent from 
the previous month. Iron and 
steel decreased by 4.7 per cent, 
nonferrous metals by 2.6 per 
cent, machinery by 44 per 
cent, ceramics by 2.4 per cent, 
chemicals by 3.9 per cent, 
rubber by 48 per cent, hides 
and skins by 3.4 per cent, 
paper and pulp by 5.5 per 
cent,

Consumption of milk as 
liquid during the three-month 
period reached nearly 40 mil- 
lion gallons. This was nearly 
half of the total consumption 
of milk and dairy products, 


Chubu Electric to Get 
Loan of $6,700,000

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Afro-Asian Solidarity Conference 

The Afro-Asian Peoples’ Solidarity Conference con- 
yenes in Cairo today. The meeting will be held for a week 
at the former palace of Prince Ziva, a member of the de- 


posed royal family of 


Egypt, on the bank of the Nile, 


which is now the seat of the Egyptian Afro-Asian Solidarity 


Committee. 


The conference will follow the pattern of a similar, but 
exclusively Asian, meeting held in New Delhi in April 1955, 
and will bé attended by some 400 delegates from 37 coun- 
tries including a Japanese delegation headed by a Conser- 
yative member of the Diet, Mr. Tokutaro Kitamura. 


A 22-nation preparatory committee which met in Cairo 
last October sent invitations to the Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Committees of the countries in Asia and Africa, and also to 
the representatives of nationalist movements and other 
organizations in areds like Algeria, the Cameroons, Oman 
and Somaliland where active Communist penetration is 
being pushed under slogans of anti-imperialism and anti- 
colonialism. And it is especially noteworthy that the in- 
vitations were extended to the Soviet Union which, at Ban- 
dung in 1955, was excluded from the Afro-Asian forum as 
being neither an Asian nor an African country. 

The conference is presented as a second Bandung by 
its promoters, but this is hardly acceptable on many ac- 
counts. The Bandung Conference of 1955 was sponsored by 
the non-Communist Colombo powers—Burma, Ceylon, In- 
dia, Indonesia and Pakistan. The present Cairo Conference, 
however, will’ be on a nongovernmental level and, as has 
been stated, all contacts by the conference’s secretariat 
have been made exclusively with private bodies in those 


countries invited. 


No heads of state or Premiers will attend this meet- 
ing, whereas that in Bandung was attended by many lead- 
ers of Asian and African nations such as Egypt’s President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, Communist China’s Chou En-lai, and 
India’s Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru, 

The Governments, of India and Indonesia would not 
send official delegates dissociating the present conference 
from Bandung, and the Japanese ruling party also decided 
not to allow its members to attend the meeting as the 
Party’s official representatives. 


The .Afro-Asian Solidarity Committees to which the 
invitations were sent were initiated as a fruit of the Asian 
Conference held in New Delhi in April 1955, only a few 
weeks before Bandung. Although the conference itself, 
whose aim was believed to masquerade as a preparatory 


meééting for 


ung, ended in a failure, it gave birth to 


a movement for “Asian solidarity,” which has developed 
into the establishment of the “Afro-Asian Solidarity Com- 
mittees"—successors of the old Communist-sponsored Peace 
Committees—in 38 countries of the two continents. 

such being the nature of the Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Committees. it naturally suggests a possible trend of the 
conference in Cairo. Mr. Youssef El Sibai, prominent Egvyp- 
tian writer and member of the Egyptian delegation, who 
was elected by the preparatory committee as secretary gen- 
eral of the conference, said the conference would strengthen 
solidarity between the Afro-Asian peoples by mobilizing 
popular forces in these countries, with the aim of com- 


hating imperialism in all its forms. 


“The achievement of 


solidarity between the Afro-Asian peoples could bring peace 
to the world,” Mr. El Sibai said, adding that the cause of 
world catastrophes was “the existence of enslaved countries 
regarded by Imperialist powers as spoils to be fought 


for.” 


The agenda for the conference includes a review of the 
international situation and its bearing on Afro-Asian coun- 
tries, the prevention of testing and use of nuclear weapons 


of mass destruction, racial discrimination, ete. 


It seems 


to be the intention also to take up the long-disputed ques- 
tions.of Algeria and Tunisia. These, however, have suf- 
ficiently been debated in the United Nations General As- 
sembly.. To. repeat it again in Cairo would, we fear, only 


add. to world tension. 


The host of the conference, President Nasser of 


Egypt, 


has been quoted as saying to the chief Indian delegate at 
the preparatory committee, Anup Singh, that he did not 
wish the conference to provide the occasion for an attack 
against any country or for raising controversial issues. 
It is to be hoped, indeed, that the sole purpose of the 
Afro-Asian Conference in Cairo will prove to be the emer- 
gence of a common outlook among Afro-Asians without 
endeavoring to form a new bloc directed against any region 


or country.

Eisenhower at NATO oe 


PARIS—There was something 
stirring and, also, there was 
something tragic too in the Pres- 
ident’s effort to breathe his own 
simple faith into the pompous 
NATO conference of chiefs of 
state. 


His very presence at the con- 
ference table was an act of 
courage. No one in the huge, 
ugly, garishly lighted room 
could forget that this man had 
just suffered a mild stroke, after 
two terrible illnesses in the last 
two years. Not a few at the 
round conference table also 
knew that he had all but defied 
his doctors to come to Paris, in 
effect decreeing that he would 
come unless the doctors held 
him incapable of all his heavy 
duties, and leaving them to 
issue what statement they 
choose. 


The day before, there had 
been the arrival in the bitter 
cold, the graceful airport speech 
that warmed French hearts and 
the long ride into the city with 
the President standing up in the 
open car, turning on his full 
glow for the waiting crowds, 
And now here they were, all 
the chiefs of the NATO states 
save only Salazar of Portugal— 
mustached, amiable. old Josef 
Bech of Luxemburg who looks 
and is.a survivor from the for- 
gotten era of Aristide Briand; 
France’s improbably youthful 
Felix Gaillard; the German 
Chancellor with his air of a 
durable snapping turtle, and all 
the rest, 


Physically, the assembled 
statesmen were more than a 
little diminished by their set- 
ting, a graceless chamber like 
a large lecture hall in which 
everything had been sacrificed 
to the requirements of televi- 
sion. They were there, in the 
most literal sense, for the look 
of the thing, using time badly 
needed for grave decisions to 
make a public parade of their 
reunion, Yet even on so es 
sentially formal an occasion, one 
could not help reflecting on the 
immense burden of human 
hopes and fears carried by 


. these men. 


Above all, one could not help 
reflecting on the President's 
burden. This first meeting of 
NATO chiefs of state was his 
own project, after all, spon- 
sored by him much against the 
will of his cold, canny Secre- 
tary of State. Only the night 
before, Secretary Dulles had 
pallidiy warned the Ameri- 
can press to expect no great 
achievements at this extraor- 
dinary gathering which must

Asahi Shimbun attached sig-

Japan, a member of the Afro- 
Asian group, should be prompt 
in clarifying her stand; the pa- 
per said. Japan's shipping cir- 
cles should also go ahead with- 
out waiting for the Japanese 
Government’s guarantee for the 
contract. 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
took up the Finance Ministry’s 
plan to shelve ¥43,600 million 
available from surplus revenue 
sources in the coming fiscal 
year.

Under the 
policy, the Governinent decided 
to shelve ¥43,600 million avail- 
able from surplus revenue 
sources and restrict an increase 
in expenditures over the cur- 
rent fiscal year to within ¥100;

Chugoku Shimbun  (Hiro- 
shima), drawing a gloomy eco- 
nomic picture for the coming 
year, stressed the need for 
developing exports. As said by 
the Economic Planning Agency, 
it is essential. that the nation 
should attain the next fiscal 
year’s export goal of $3,150 mil- 
lion in order to improve the 
nation’s economy, the paper 
said.

Nihon Keizai Shimbun said 
the Audit Board’s report on ac- 
count settlement should be 
taken into consideration by the 
Government in compiling a bud- 
get.

membered as a sorry failure. 

Could the President, then, 
somehow recreate Western 
unity and strength out of dis- 
unity and weakness, against all 
expectations? Was he, to put it 
bluntly, really put to the task? 

For one seeing him for the 
first time in a long and cruel 
year, his .appearance was a 
little shocking. Under the 
bright lights, his ruddy com- 
plexion saved him from look- 
ing as ghostly as the pale Prime 
Minister Macmillan. Yet the 
flesh of the cheeks and neck 
had fallen away, giving a new, 
strange emphasis to the high 
dome of the skull. And the old 
erectness had gone, too, Until it 
was his turn to speak, Eisen- 
hower sat as old men sit, ask- 
ing no effort of the muscles to 
support the frame. 


Yet when Luxemburg’s 
Bech and France’s Gaillard had 
made their neat and graceful 
opening speeches, as conven- 
tionalized as the movements in 
a ritual, there was a sudden 
change in this Eisenhower 
whom both had singled out to 
welcome as the acknowledged 
leader of the West. He 
straightened. He. seemed to 
gather his forces. He gave his 
thanks for the welcome with an 
engaging, friendly ease. And he 
continued into his set s h 
with an impressive and de- 
termined vigor. 

There were those who thought 
they noticed signs of the Presi- 
dent’s recent illness in his ar- 
ticulation, but to this reporter 
there seemed nothing abnormal 
in his manner of speaking, 
which has never been very 
clear. There was the same old 


extraordinary power, too, the 
power central to the power of 
the man himself, to make the 
great, basic, platitudinous 
truths about. freedom and de- 
cency and. human dignity 
sound like truths newly discov- 
ered of burning, immediate im- 


rt. 

P But this, unhappily, was not 
what was wanted—and here 
was the occasion’s inate trag- 
edy. None present in the room 
needed to be instructed in the 
enduring value, the power and 
creative force of human dignity 
and freedom. They were meet- 
ing anxiously together for the 
very reason that these incom- 
parably precious things were 
now in danger. How to avoid 
the danger—that was the ques- 
tion the leaders of the West 
were expected to answer, and 
to answer not only boldly but 
even in some detail. 

But there was no such 
answer, beyond a passing re- 
ference to those now troubled 
subjects, atomic warheads and 
guided missiles, which only 
recalled the differences that 
these subjects have evoked. So 
the speech ended, with the plea 
to “press on to that peace, in 
freedom, which is our rightful 
heritage.” 

Prime Minister Macmillan 
and NATO Secretary Spaak 
turned to the President in smil- 
ing congratulation. But West- 
ern strength and Western unity 
had not been recreated. Noth- 
ing really had happened beyond 
another television show with 
the most grandiose cast the 
Western Alliance could provide.

Kabuki Review 
To the Editor: 

One realizes that the average 
foreign reader, knowing little 
about the Kabuki medium, will- 
ingly or unknowingly accepts 
the information which appears 
in the English language news- 
papers. For this reason it be- 
hooves the writers on Kabuki 
to impart correct information. 

Some -of the inaccuracies and 
implications which appeared in 
an article “On the Stage” by 
Yuki Yamamoto on Dec. 16, 
seem to me should be refuted 
for those who are truly inter- 
ested in the great Kabuki thea- 
ter. 

We might start with the sub- 
title “All the Big Names of 
Kabuki.” This is a decided 
overstatement since Nakamura 
Tokizo, Bando Mitsugoro, who 
is ill at the present writing, 
Ichikawa Ennosuke, Ichikawa 
Jukai, Nakamura Ganjiro, Kata- 
oka Nizaemon, Bando Minosuke, 
Nakamura Tomijuro, Morita 
Kanya, Ichikawa Chusha, and 
Kataoka Gado are not appear- 


/ ing at the Kabukiza this month. 


In fact, no stars from the En- 
nosuke or Kansai troupes ap- 
pear. It seems a littl unfortu- 
nate that Tokyo writers fail to 
know the worth of the fine Kan- 
sai actors. 

The articie stated “after a 
series of unhappy rumors about 
disagreements and disruptions 
among top members of estab- 
lished troupes this month's pro- 
gram shows a_ conciliatory 
union.” On behalf of foreign- 
ers, I feel the necessity of com- 
ing to the defense of the Kiku- 
goro Troupe for even with the 
Japanese public this troupe 
stands “on its own feet” and 
does not need the support of 
any other troupe. The Kiku- 
goro troupe is void of dishar- 
mony and personally-overly am- 
bitious actors. The troupe 
works and acts together like a 
charm and produces outstand- 
ing theater. The above state- 


tic if the writer had looked to 

e individual actor who ap- 
pears in eight leading roles out 
of 10 plays given this month 
which I found (and I was not 
alone) decidedly one-sided and 
exceedingly boring. 

It also was written that “like. 
wise Ebizo shed his ties with 
the Kikugoro Gekidan” imply- 
ing it was done simultaneously 
with Utaemon “claiming his in- 
dependence from the Kichiemon 


Gi: would be much more real- 


to restrict Troupe.” Ebizo has never been 


a member of the Kikugoro 
Gekidan. He appears with the 
troupe as guest star, and could 
perform with any other troupe 
if he so desired. 


The “rampant rumors” about 
the formation of a new troupe 
have nothing to do with Utae- 
mon’s severance from the Kichi- 
emon Troupe. These “rumors” 
can be based on the fact that 
there are those who feel Ichi- 
kawa Ebizo must formulate a 
new troupe when he becomes 
Ichikawa Danjuro XI, presum- 
ably next year. Danjuro is con- 
sidered the greatest name in 
Kabuki, so following Kabuki 
hierurchy, it is felt that the 
actor attaining this name must 
head his own named troupe. As 
for Utaemon’s move, it wage ob 
vious. He is an extraordinarti 
ambitious actor and the “plum” 
for an onnagata would be to 
be named Danjuro’s “leading 
lady.” Many critics and true 
foliowers of Kabuki feel if the 
great acting team of Ichikawa 
Ebivo and Onoe Baiko is broken 
up, it will remove one of the 


greatest drawing elements in to- 
day’s Kabuki, 


Miss Yamamoto also stated 
that the “much awaited com- 
bination of Ebizo, the lover, and 
Utaemon, the beautiful courte- 
san” was culminated in the per- 
formance of “Sono Konta Yuma 
mo Yoshiwara.” However, I 
must ask who outside of Utae- 
mon and his admirers have 
“much awaited” such a combi- 
nation? For all those who have 
seen this play performed in the 
past by Ebizo as Gompachi and 
Onoe Baiko as the beloved 
courtesan Komurasaki, have 
seen acting at its pinnacle and 
want no other combination, but 
such a combination as this 
month’s does point up the fact 
that Baiko with his inward 
warmth and histrionic ability is 
Kabuki's outstanding onnagata.

The Kabuki reviews attempt 
to pick up such numbers on 
the month’s programs as might 
prove most interesting to the 
casual foreign visitor to the Ka- 
buki theater, rather than for 
the more well-informed and 
avid regular fans who read 
them only to check notes. Con- 
sequently, the choice in most 
cases is made from the stand- 
point of the play itself rather 
than on the combination of 
actors that might be playing it; 
and favoritism and special em- 
phasis on any certain actor 
have been avoided, 


Specific groupings of actors 
as well as other general move- 
ments within the theater world 
were mentioned as an excep- 
tion this time to point out the 
entirely unusual nature of the 
billing this month, the break-

Brief 
generalizations along that line 
may irritate the better inform- 
ed; but the articles have their 
purpose elsewhere,—yY.Y,

Each district has its own 
songs but most of them start 
with “yuki-ya kon-kon” (snow 
come thick). The song gener- 
ally heard in Tokyo areas runs 
as follows: “Yuki-ya-kon-kon, 
kon-kon, arare-ya kon-kon, kon- 
kon, otera-no cha-no ki-ni, choito 
tomare, kon kon.” (Snow come 
thick, come thick, hail, come 
thick, come thick, stop a bit on 
the tea tree of the temple, come 
thick). 


“Yuki-ya konko,  arare-ya 
konko, tsumore, tsumore, taku- 
san tsumore, tsumotta ueni mata 
tsumore.” (Snow, come thick, 
hail, come thick, pile up, pile 
up, pile up in heaps, then pile 
up more on the heaped pile), 
sing Osaka children. 

In Gifu, the song runs, “Furu- 
furu yuki-ga, soramirye mushi- 
yo, yane mirya watayo, shita- 
mirya yukiyo.” (Snow’s falling 
down, look at the sky, they’ are 
insects. Look at the roof, they 
are cgtton. Look below, they 
are snow.) 


“Yuki-san no oyomeiri, osamu- 
san no nakodo de.” (It’s the 
snow’s wedding, with the cold 
weather as the go-between), is 
sung by the children of Kochi, 
Shikoku. 


Yamaguchi children have a 
different song. “Yuki-wa tonosa- 
ma, arare-wa koshoshu, ame-wa 
zori-‘mochi, kaze-wa nusubito.” 
(The snow is the lord, hail the 
pages, rain is a sandal-holder, 
the wind is a thief). Thus snow 
is the lord of all natural pheno- 
mena. 


It is commonly believed that 
heavy snowfall kills imsects 
and so is good for crops. Many 
districts have songs on the pow- 
er of the ‘Snow to kill insects. 


“Yukin-bo fureyo. Yane-ni 
mushi-ga wakuwaina.” (Come 
snow. 
roof) sing children in Osaka. 

In Niigata, famous for heavy 
snowfall that reaches more than 
10 feet, children feel sorry for 
women who have to work in 
the long cold snow season, and 
sing: “Bota-bota furunaya. Ha- 
mano kaka-ga nakutoya.” (Don't 
fall thickly, women on the beach 
will weep).

NEW YORK (AP)—Two metal 
moons lobbed into outer space 
by Russia made the biggest 
hews of 1957.

The annual poll of Associated 
Press newspaper editors 
throughout the United States 
picked Britain’s winsome Queen 
Elizabeth II for the third time 
in a decade as woman of the 
year.

Russia's achievement in 
breaking the gravity barrier has 
been adjudged the year’s out- 
standing event.

The launching of 
the sputniks provided a pro- 
paganda victory for Russia, It 
was likened in the United States 
to a second Pearl Harbor. 

A close second on the editors’ 
list of biggest news events was 
the Little Rock story. Although 
a large number of schools were 
desegregated in the South last 
autumn in line with the Supre- 
me Court decision, troubles in 
a few spots, and in Little Rock 
most of all, cornered national as 
well as international interest. 

The third big story was the 
swift rises of Nikita Khrushchev 
to supreme if uneasy authority

In seventh spot came Eisen- 
hower’s mild stroke.

The Asian flu was selected as 
eighth. An epidemic that swept 
out of Hongkong to envelope 
the Far East and then America 
was notable for its low death 
rate.

Famine Stalks Red China

Echoes of the dread Irish 
famine of the 1850's are haunt- 
ing Communist China today. 
Peiping’s solution for its mass 
hunger is—eat potatoes. 

A sweet potato diet instead of 
precious rice is the new rule 


from industrial Shanghai to 
military Dairen in Northeast 
China. 


Communist bureaucrats have 
been told they must “love every 
grain” of rice squeezed from the 
population to fuel Red Chinas 
ever growing industrial barter 
ambitions. 


Peiping evinces nervousness 
in publications reaching Tokyo 
that the new austerity will 
spark unrest in the already 
sullen countryside, now salted 
with millions of students and 
intellectuals sent from comfort- 
able city jobs to help the dis 
tressed farms. 


Even the call on the lowly 
potato as a Staple food is no real 
solution, “The sweet potato 
suppiv is not iarge,” admits one 
official Communist publication. 


There must be “no straight- 
forward or crude methods,” in 
selling the potato diet, Red 
bureaucrats are being told. In- 
stead, the “political significance” 
of the tuber is emphasized. Eat- 
ing it “brings peasant and city 
worker closer together.” 

Official Peiping directives 


‘ blame the unpopular new ration- 


ing on “lack of planning” and 
“the difficulty in raising farm 
production rapidly.” Population, 
Peiping complains, in cities like 
Canton jumps 3 per cent a year 
while farm output is sweated up 
4 per cent. 

cvcn state grain quotas—des- 
perately needed to finance in 
dustrialization,—are not being 
filled. 

Highlighting the problems of 
what Peiping admits is an in- 
efficient bureaucracy is the 
case of Shanghai. 

Huge food supplies for the 
city’s 7,200,000 population must 
be brought in over a vast re- 
gion by human back, wheelbar- 
row, bamboo raft atid cart and 
“the cost of transportation is 
double the original cost of the 
rice.” 

Kwangtung is severely hit by 
the new rationing. Already be- 
low the national average, a 
second cut this year slices from 
one to three catties (14 to 4 
lbs.) monthly from basic. rice 
rations. Sweet potatoes must 
fill the gap. 

Even potatoes are rationed 
for collective messes in fac- 
tories, schools and farms. In 
areas where a famine condition 
already exists, victims must get 
by on from eight to 12 ounces 


of “crude cereal or coarse rice” 
daily. 

Peasants must surrender rice 
coupons if they buy “manufac- 
tured foods” —noodles, rice 
cakes and rice flour. Price-con- 
trolled potatoes are wunration- 
ed for the public, but the stand- 
ard substitute of five catties of 
potatoes for One catty of rice 
costs 25 per cent more than 
the rice. 

The illiterate farmers are 
warned not to fake ration cards, 
hoard grain, make rice wine, 
conduct little cooked food busi- 
nesses ‘on the side or feed visit- 
ing relatives “because you will 
get no extra rations when your 
quota runs out.” 

Deep resentment toward the 
privileged city folk — Red 
China’s “leading class”—is dis- 
closed by Communist news- 
papers quoting critics compar- 
ing farm and city life as “hell 
and heaven.” 

Admission of the explosive 
resentment among the farmers 
who can’t eat the grain they 
grow is implicit in stern Peiping 
warnings to “beware of rightist 
agitation” over the food short- 
ages. 

For home consumption, Pe!- 
ping gives this prescription of 
how Communist China’s agri- 
culture will finance an indus- 
trialization program boasted as 
able to surpass Britain in 15 
years: 

“A robe can be made by 
gathering little pieces of fur 
from under the forelegs of ani- 
mals.”
